Kansas and Texas railway at this 
point, pleaded guilty in the crimi­ 
nal court this forenoon to the em­ 
bezzlement of $1,733.28 from the 
company, and was sentenced 
by 
Judge Geo. 
F. 
Longan 
to 
two 
years’ imprisonment in the peni­ 
tentiary, where he was taken on 
Missouri Pacific train 
No. 6, at 
10:30 a. m., by Deputy Sheriff Jo­ 
seph Dillard. 
Law yer George W . Barnett, at­ 
torney for Shields, addressed the 
court briefly in behalf of his client, 
pleading for mercy, his remarks 
causing more than one pair of eyes 
to 
be 
dimmed by tears. 
Judge 
Longan then passed sentence upon 
the accused, and a few minutes 
later he was en route to the depot, 
to be conveyed to the penitentiary. 
Shields has for some time past 
been a student at one of the N e ­ 
vada schools of magnetic healing 
and graduated recently. 
It is ex­ 
pected that he will be discharged 
from prison in eighteen months, 
under the three-fourths rule, and 
will then endeavor to make a liv­ 
ing 
as 
a .healer. 
His 
son 
and 
daughter are with relatives in Illi­ 
nois and will remain there until 
their father is discharged. 
The case of the State against J. 
M . O ’Bannon, postmaster at La- 
monte, charged with shooting W .

Barrett came 
here and was run in for vagrancy. 
A few days later the soldier and 
a companion came here and both 
were arrested for desertion. When 
committed to jail the soldier who 
had lo«t his clothing recognized 
the garments on Barrett and he 
was forced to surrender them. 
Barrett, on being released, made 
periodical trips to nearby towns, 
but would bob up here every day 
or two, frightening 
women 
and 
children in various portions of the 
city when he called at their homes 
to beg food.

Delaney trained Corbett to fight 
J ohn L., and believes he has an­ 
other champion in the boilermaker. 
N ow every sane man knows that 
Fitzsimmons as he stands today 
cannot be compared to the Sulli­ 
van who fought Corbett. 
Sullivan 
when he met Corbett was as big 
and fat as a porpoise, rum-soaked 
and in no condition fora real fight. 
Fitzsimmons, on the other hand, 
has led a sober and temperate life, 
and is in as good condition and 
form as ever. 
If Delaney ex pects 
to meet with another broken down 
pugilist such as he met in Sullivan 
at N ew Orleans he will be badly 
fooled, and the chances of his man 
coming out at the little end of the 
horn will be ex cellent.
